BIG FLAMES! 


The Great Strobridge LHhographiiig 
Compauy's Works, at Cincinnati, 
Are Burned to the Ground. 


CINCINNATI, Deo. 
1.—At 
1;30 
this 
morning, a general alarm was sounded 
and called the entire fire department to 
the Strobridge Lithographing company's 
great building on the northeast corner 
of Elm and Canal streets. 
The flames 
enveloped the entire building, and in 
less than fifty minutes the walls fell in. 
The loss is total and will reach $200,000. 


LATER. 


The building was a five story fine 
structure and had a frontage of over 
10^ feet on the north side of the canaJ. 
It was filled with costly machinery, in- 
cluding fifteen lithographic presses. Its 
stock of paper and of finished and partly 
finished work was very large, and is es- 
timated to be $100,000. 
Most of the 
winter work for theatrical companies 
was finished, but a large portion was still 
in the building and a number of them 
will be without material to properly bill 
their plays. 
During the fire a~fireman, 
named John Shuler, who was on a ladder 
thirty-five feet from the G;round, missed 
his footing and fell to the street, and 
was taken to the hospital, with injuries 
which may prove fatal. The business 
was probably the largest of the kind in 
the world. 
One hundred and twenty- 
five men were employed. 
Mr. Hines 
Strobridge, the president of the com- 
pany, says he thought the building fire 
proof and is astonished it should all go 
as it did. Those in the building as 
tenants were James Barclay, job printer, 
and the Halstead Stocking company. 
Their loss will be about $10,000 each. 
The best estimate that can be made of 
the total loss is about $800.000, on which 
there was an insurance of $150,000, but 
the loss on business during the time of 
the enforced idleness cannot be accur- 
ately estimated. 
The building may be 
regarded as a total loss. Portions of ihe 
walls are left standing, but are worth- 
less. The fire is still burning slowly to- 
day and engines are throwing water 
on it. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Deo. 1.—The large

only means of vindicating myself against 
Mr. Balfours foul dishonoring imputa- 
tions. Henceforth I shall not speak con- 
cerning my health. 
I do not take any 
noursbing food.

THE H A m TRIAL. 


J. W. Wilshire, the Good looking Bro- 
ker, Tells His InterestlngStory 
on the Witness Stand. 


KCINOINNATI, 
Dec. 
1.—The 
Harper 
trial was resumed this morning, with J. 
W. Wilshire, the good-looking broker, 
on the stand. 
His testimony, in chief, 
had been of the most direct nature, 
showing that he had purchased for Har- 
per, in the Chicago market, about twen- 
ty millions of bushels of wheat, of which 
they were holding fourteen million when 
the crash came last June. 
The loss rep- 
resented by the breaking of their corner 
was from three to four million dollars 
He said he never could tell exactly what 
the total nominal loss was for the reason 
that his Chicago brokers had never ren- 
dered an account showing what had 
been realized on the closing out of their 
deal. 


In every way he made it clear that 
Harper was his principal, that his checks 
on the Fidelity bank were not against 
any balance there t D his credit, but that 
he was given to understand that they 
were to be protected by Harper. 
The 
first question asked by Major Black- 
burn for the defense brought out the 
fact that Wilshire had deposited checks 
aggregating 
$800,000 
on the 
First 
National bank of this city and, $95,000 
on the Merchants National bank with 
Fidelity where they were treated as 
cash. 


He had not that amount of money in 
the two banks at the time the checks 
were drawn, but he did it because he 
was instructed so to do by Harper, 
whom he supposed to be abundantly 
able to take care of the checks. 
At this 
point the court took a recess until this 
afternoon. 


Mr, Harper is still attended by his 
wife and her sister, and gives close at- 
tention to all that transpires. 
He has 
watched with eager interest the face of 
the witness, his broker, who has in plain 
words laid bare the entire transaction. 


TURBULENT FRANCE. 


M. Grevy is Urged to Remain in Office 
to Prevent a Revolution. 


PABIB, Dec. 1.—Last night a number 
of French statesmen urged M. Grevy to 
retain the presidency of the French r.:- 
public, as the election of M. Ferry to 
the position rnight lead to a revolution 
in France. 


President Grevy this forenoon in- 
formed the ministerial council that in 
view of the change in the situation he 
did not propose to make a communica- 
tion to parliament to-day. 
M. Bouvier 
will announce the decision of M. Grevy 
to the chamber of deputies and will 
again tender his resignation to the cabi- 
net. It is reported that President Grevy 
win shortly form a new cabinet. 


The official gazette publishes 
the 
withdrawal of the resignation of Bou- 
vier. 
The withdrawal was made at the 
request of President Grevy. 
Threats 
were made of a revolutionary demon- 
stration in front of the chamber of dep- 
uties to-day, but they are not regarded 
as serious. 
Extensive military and po- 
lice precautions have been taken how- 
ever to guard against an outbreak.

PARIS, Deo. I.—At a ministerial coun- 
cil this morning President Grevy in- 
formed M. Bouvier he believed public 
opinion fs now in his favor, and that he 
could form a new cabinet.

The well is 950 feet deep and thirty-five 
feet in Trenton. 
A blaze sixty feet high 
issues from the mouth of a three-inch 
pipe to-night, and the o wner is wild 
with excitement.

Now and then

until he is rudely undeceived when he 
tries to sell his treasure. 
Once a York- 
shire laborer walked all the way to 
London, with his wife tramping wearily 
by his side, solely iu order to secure 
the highewt possible bidder for the 
mysterious farthing which was to buy 
him a farm of his OAvn. Once a shop- 
boy spied such a coin in his master's 
till, and, unable to resist tlie tempta- 
tion, he stole it, leaving another in its 
place. 
Eor weeks the foolish lad went 
about dreaming of his good fortune, 
until his desire for riches overcame his 
prudence, and he rashly offered the 
prize for sale. 
Explanation followed, 
and his master learning of tho transac- 
tion at once had the boy arrested. 
Now, although his intentions were dis- 
honest, the latter had really stolen 
nothing, for the fartliing ho put in the 
till was quite as good as the one he 
took out; but the fame of the Queen 
Anne coin proved his undoing. 
The 
jury could not bo brought to look upon 
it as a common bit of money, worth 
only its face value, and the unfortunate 
apprentice was actually fonad guilty of 
robbery and 
sentenced 
to twelve 
months' imprisonment, being thus pun- 
ished not for the wrong he did, but for 
the wrong he meant to do. 


JASPER 
DOUGLAS 
PYNE, the Irish 
member of Parliament who has shut 
himself up in a castle from which he 
harangues land-league audiences, is an 
Englishman by birth and is the only 
Englishman in the Parnellite party. 
His father was a Church of England 
clergyman. 
He is a tenant of the 
Duke of Devonshire, Lord Hartington's 
father, and is described as a tall, dark, 
distinguished-looking 
man with 
a 
pronounced English accent. 
He is a 
great favorite with the Southern Irish, 
and was elected to Parliament from 
his own district without opposition. He 
is one o the numerous Englishmen of 
whom the London Spectator 
complixina. 
He has become more Irish than the 
Irish themselves. 


FBEHISTORIC AMERICA. 


It« 
Monuments, and Language»« 


Vast Antiquity of tfau American Race. 
Abstract of an address before th« 
Section of Anthropology of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement ol 
Science at New York, by Dr. Daniel 
G. Brinton, Vice President and Chair- 
man of the section: The prehiotorio 
period of America dates back from the 
discovery of the several parts of the 
contioent; and the problem is to recon 
struct the history of the various nations 
who inhabit both Americas in this 
period. A review of the means at our 
command to accomplish this divides 
them into six classes: 


L Legendary.—This includes the le- 
gends or traditions of the native tribes. 
These often bear a strong resemblance 
to Semitic or other Oriental myths, but 
the similarity is a coincidence only, 
and those writers are led astray who 
count it for more. The annals of the 
Mexicans, the Mayas, of Yucatan, and 
Quichuas, of Peru, carry us scarcely 
five hundred years before the voyage of 
Columbus,although the contrary is often 
stated. 
The more savage tribes prac 
tically remember nothing more remote 
than a couple of centuries. 


IL Monumental.—The most famous 
monuments aiethe stone buildings of 
Mexico, Yucatan, and Peru. By many 
these are assigned an antiquity of 
thousands of years; but a calm weighing 
of the testimony places them all well 
within our era, and most of them within 
a few centuries of the discovery. The 
celebrated remains of Tiahuanuco, in 
Peru, are no exception. 
Much more 
ancient are some of the artificial shell- 
heaps along the coast. 
They contain 
bones and shells of extinct species, in 
intimate connection with stone imple- 
ments and pottery. 
They furnish data 
to prove that the land was inhabited 
several thousand years ago. 


IIL Industrial.—The industrial ac- 
tivity of man in America may be traced 
by the remains of his weapons, orna- 
ments, and tools, made of stone, bone, 
and shell. In most of the deposits 
examined, specimens of polished stone 
and pottery testify to a reasonably de- 
veloped skill; but in the Trenton 
gravels and a few other localities gen- 
uine palieolithic remains 
have been 
found, putting man in America at a 
date coevil with the ^close of the gla- 
cial age, if not earlier. The vast an- 
tiquity of the American race is further 
proved by the extensive dissemination 
of maize and tobacco—tropical plants 
of Southern Mexico, which were culti- 
vated from the latitude of Canada to 
that of Patagonia. 


IV. Linguistic.—It is believed that 
there are about two hundreel radically 
different languages iu North and South 
America. 
Such a confusion of tongues 
could only have arisen in hundreds of 
centuries. The study of these lan- 
guages and of the gradual growth of 
their dialects, supplies valuable data 
for the ancient history of the continent. 


V. Physical.—The American race is 
as distinctively a race by itself as is the 
African or white race. 
Although vary- 
ing in many points, it has a marked 
fixedness of ethnic anatomy, and al- 
ways has had. The oldest American 
crania, collected from the most ancient 
quaternary 
deposits, are thoroughly 
American in type. 


VI. Geologic.—As the discovery of 
implements in glacial deposits locates 
man on this continent at least at the 
close of the glacial epoch, this carries 
his residence here to about 35,000 years 
ago. 
But there is no likelihood that he 
came into being on this continent. He 
could not have developed from any of 
the known fossil mammilia which d^'elt 
here. 
More probably some colo^iies 
first 
migrated 
along the preglacial 
land-bridge, 
which 
once 
connected 
Northern 
America 
with 
Western 
Europe. 
Later, others came 
from 
Asia. At that time the physical geog- 
raphy of the Northern 
Hemisphere 
was widely different from the present. 


These various data have as yet been 
but imi^erfectly studied; when they 
shall have received the attention they 
merit we may confidently calculate on 
a large increase in our knowledge of 
the course of events in ancient America.

Hen Talk. 


As an example of bird language, the 
ordinary domestic fowl presents the 
most interesting and perfect range, so 
common that it is rarely considered or 
reflected upon; not a few will be as- 
tonished at the vocal possibilities of the 
ben if they will give the subject a little 
investigation. 


Knowing that the hen has a voice, we 
assume that its oiiice is to afford com- 
munication between individuals. 
Half 
an hour in a farmyard will beyond 
qiiesiion demonstrate this, and that 
certain sounds are the equivolents of 
wOrds. The crow of a cock is assuredly 
a challenge, the moment another bird 
is noticed, and is kept up, either in ad- 
vance or retreat. 
It is sounded in the 
morning in answer to others, and is 
comparable to the challenge or war cry 
of many savage tribes, or even the 
answering shouts of college boys or 
men, that are unexplainable on other 
grounds than a cliallengo of merits. 


Observing closely our rooster, ac- 
companied by his family, we notice that 
the hens pay no attention to the chal- 
lenge; but let him find some delicacy, 
ho utters a succession of short notes, 
"Tuck, tack, tuck, tuck!" upon which 
the others rush about him, eager to 
share. 
Again if a hawk flies overhead, 
the cock, guardian of the iiock, raises 
his head and utters a prolonged note, as 
different from the former as possible: 
"Ka-r-r-r-e," he seems to say, which 
translated into English means, "Look 
out for the hawk! run!" and imme- 
diately hens and chickens duck their 
heads and rush for cover. 
Now let a 
dog dart at the head of this family, and 
listen to the clucks and other sounds 
coming fast and furious—protests in 
every intonation. 


The hen cannot crow, but she has in 
other respects as perfect control of lan- 
guage as her master. 
Indeed, she can 
sing; purely a self-congratulatory per- 
formance expressive of deep content- 
ment and complete satisfaction, heard 
when hens are let out and they are run- 
ning for food, and ui)on warm days in 
spring it is a "kerr, kerr, kerr," differ- 
ing in its modulation and intonation in 
individuals. 
How different is this from 
the sharp "cluck, cluck" of the mother- 
hen. 
The latter is a general warning 
to everybody, and plainly says, 
"I 
have a young family and must be let 
alone." 
If a grain is found how sud- 
denly that is changed to the quick call, 
"Tuck, tuck, 
tuck!" upon 
hearing 
which the little ones come rushing pell- 
mell ; and they understand it the mo- 
ment they leave the shell. 
Indeed, 
the different notes or "baby talk" of a 
hen are of great variety. 
"No one 
would think of saying that the *cut-cut- 
ca-da-cut' was a call. 
It says as plain 
as words can tell, "I have laid an egg," 
and the bright little egg-hunter who 
hears immediately starts for the hay- 
loft, as a favorite hound of mine was in 
a habit of doing. 
She understood hen 
language, and fed upon freshly laid 
eggs some time before I discovered 
that she was such a linguist. 
The mo- 
ment "cut-cut-ca-da-cut" was heard she 
trotted into the hen-coop. 


When the little chicks are nestled 
under the mother another sound is 
heard, a prolonged hoarse "c-r-a-w-z-z-e, 
c-r-a-w-z-z-e," which I copy from a 
happy mother in my possession, with- 
out the aid of a phonograph. 
Enter a 
chicken-coop at night, and a soft whist- 
ling noise is made, a gentle chirping by 
the birds, sounding 
something like 
"w-h-o-i-e," rax)id!y 
repeated. 
that

Whosoever sells, barters 
or gives away any spiritous, vinous, 
malt, or other intoxicating liquor, toanv 
person at the time in a state of intoxi- 
cation, knowing him to be in a state of 
intoxication, shall be fined not more 
than one hundred dollars nor less than 
ten dollars, to which may be added im- 
prisonment in the county jail not more 
than one year nor less than thirty; days, 
and disfranchised and rendered incapa- 
ble of holding any office of trust or 
profit for any determined period.

Tart Antiquity of tb* 
Abstract of an address before th 


Section of Anthropology of the Amer 
can Association fur the Advancement o 
Science at New York, by Dr. Danie 
G, Brinton, Vice President and Chair 
man of the section: The prehiston 
period of America dates Lack from th 
di«ov»ry of the several parts of th 
continent; and the problem is to recoi 
struct the history of the various nation 
who inhabit both Americas in thj 
period. A review of the means at ou 
command to accomplish this divid* 
them into six classes: 


L Legendary.— This includes the I 


fresds or traditions of the native tribes. 
Th<-s« often l*ar a strong resemblance 
to Semitic or other Oriental myths, bn 
the similarity is a coincidence only 
and those writers are led astray wh 
count it for more. The annals of th 
Mexicans, the Mayas, of Yucatan, am 
Quichuas. of Peru, carrv as scarce! 
five hundred years before the voyage < 
Co! uiabu*. alt hough the contrary is often 
stated. The more sav.nge tribes prac- 
tically remember nothing more remote 
than a couple of centuries. 


IL Monumental.—Tbe mo^t famoui 


monuments aiethe *t»n6 buildings o 
Wsiico, Yucatan, and Peru. By man; 
these are assigned an 
antiquity o 


tbonsands of years; but a calm w etghin) 
of the testimony place* them all wel 
within our era. and most of them within 
a few centuries of the discovery.
